At Fort Monroe, the progress of the operations 
adoring the year hasbeen steady and satisfactory. 
The work is of great extent, and yet all parts of it 
have’ been in a more or less degree, advanced, and 
in séthe parts the main wills have been completed. 
Additional permanent quarters have been buiit, 
and the construction of a permanent hospital has 
been commenced. ° 

It had been contemplated to lay the foundation 
of the walls of Fort Calhoun during this season, 
and arrangements were made accordingly, but they 
could not be carried into effect, for the want of 
an officer to stpérintend them. No disadvantage 
however is likely to arise from the delay ; on the 
contrary, if the mole, which is the pile of stones 


upon which the stractare is to be built, has not}. 


thoroughly setfled, which is possible, although not 
probable, theré will be afforded additional time for 
it to acquire the requisite solidity. 

The work at Mobile Point was conducted this 
year ander favorable circumstances, and the re- 
sults reported are very satisfactory, notwithstand- 
ing that some interruption was occasioned by the 
suspension of the operations at one of the brick 
yards, which had been relied on for the supply of 
bricks. The difficglty of procuring bricks in suf- 
ficient quantities, and of proper quality, has here- 
tofore constitated the chief obstacle to the prose- 
cution of the work at Mobile Point. During the 
last year, the old’brick yards in the vicinity of 
Mobile Point have been enlarged and improv- 
éd, and several new ones have been estab- 
lished. “Phe effect of these changes is already

supply of materials on band, with such additions as 
the existing sources of supply may be relied on to 
furnish afiord the fullest assurance, that the diffi 
culties heretofore experienced for the want of 
them are not likely to recor. ; 

The operations at Chef Menteur have been 
very well advanced this year, althongh they have 
been retarded by the sickness which prevailed 
there during the summer and fall, which was so gen- 
eral that only one individual at the work escaped. 

The sickness whicli was still greater at Tort 
Jackdon, on the Mississippi, and proved fatal to a 
pumber of workmen and military convicts em- 
ployed athard labor. In consequenee of this cir- 
cumstance, less work has been done than was 
expected; but arrangements have beeu made, cal- 
culated to impart additional vigor to the operations 
during the season favorable to their prosecution, 
and by that means to complete, before the ensuing 
spring, the expenditure of the residue of the ap- 
propriation.

The occurrence has been.one of mortification 
to the Department, bat it feels.a thorough convic- 
tion that Fort Delaware is the only one of the fortifi- 
cations, which, on final inspection, will be found to 
be defective, either in Workmanship, or in the want 
of conformity to the plats. This particular work 
was commenced at an early period, before the com- 
mencement of the present system, and the errors 
that have been committed may atleast in some de- 
gree be attributed to the incomplete state of the 
system under which it was commenced. 

_The foregoing exhibits.the progress of the for- 
tifications during the year, with the exception of 
some repairs that were made to Castle William, 
in New York harbor. 

. The officers composing the board of engineers 
for fortifications, have been engaged, during this 
year, chiefly in the duties of the board for mter- 
nal improvements, of which, also, they are mem- 
bers. During the early part of the year, they 
were employed in the consideration of a project 
for the defence of the eastern seetion of the coast 
of Maine—in preparing plans and estimates for 
fortifications for Portland, in Maine; Portsmouth, 
in New Hampshire; Beaufort and Cape Fear river, 
in North Carolina, and Charleston, in South Caro- 
lina, They also inspected Fort Delaware and 
Fort Washington. A portion of the Topographi- 
cal engineers under their instructions, has been 
employed in the prosecution of surveys at St. Ma- 
ry’s on the Potomac; on the Patapsco, and in the 
harbor of Charleston, in South Carolina, and its vi- 
cinity; and. also, in athe preparation of drawings 
ly made, 

Under the act of Congress, ofthe 30th of April 
last, ** to procure the necessary surveys, plans, and 
estimates, upon the subject of roads and canals,” 
the board of engineers for internal improvements 
have made the requisite examination’ in relation 
to routes for canals contemplated to be established 
between the Chesapeake and Ohio, the Obio and 
Lake Erie, (east of Cuyahoga and Great Beaver) 
the Alleghany and Susquehanna, the Susquehanna 
and Schuylkill, the Delaware and Rariton; andare 





now engaged in-examining the routes between Buz- 
zard’s and Barnstable Bays, and Narragansett Bay, 
and Boston harbor. The requisite surveys in rela- 
tion td the above have been commenced by a por- 
tion of the topographical engineers, and by 
civil engineers on the route between the Chesa- 
peake and Oto; and the greater part of those on 
the Eastern slope have been completed. 

Under the act of the 24th of May last, to im- 
prove the navigation of the @hio and Mississippi 
rivers, arrangements were prepared, under the 
supeintendance of an officer of the topographical 
engineers, to carry into effect the first section, by 
making one of the required experiments over the 
sand-bar below Henderson, being one of those de- 
siguated; bot the river, when at its lowest stage 
last summer, being much higher than the ordinary 
level, at the lowest stage, it was conceived that a 
{gir experiment could not be made, and it was ac- 
cordingly postpéned until the state of the river 
should be more favoratle.

Under the act of the 26th of May last, making 
appropriations for deepening the channel leading 
into the harbor of Presqu’isic in Pennsylvania, for 
repairing Plymouth Beach, in Massachusetts, off 
cers of the corps of engineers were assigned té 
superintend the fulfilment of those objects, but 
were prevented, by unavoidable circumstances, 
from entering upon their respective duties before 
the mouth of August. It was found, after collect-» ’ 
ing materials, and making other preliminary ar- 
rangements at Presqu’isle, that the season had ad- 
vanced too far, and the weather had become tvo 
cold, to authorizejthe commencement of the con- 
struction, the first stage of which would be driv- 
ing piles, an operation that would require*expo- 
sure inthe water. The construction at Presqu’- 
isle, therefore, will not be commenced until the 
next spring, unless it should be found to be practi- ” 
cable to drive the piles through the ice in the en- 
suing winter. ‘The success of a partial experi- 
ment, lately made, bas thoroughly satisfied the 
Engineer having the superintendence of the-work, 
of the feasibility and efficiency of the plan, to fal- 
fil the purposes for which it is intended. 

The repair of Plymouth Beach, although com- 
menced too late to admit of its being completed 
this seasen, has been three fourths nished, and 
has put the beach in a condition to afford very im- 
portant, ifnot adequate, protection to the harbor, 
for the present. 

The Military Academy not only contianes to 
sustain the high character for discipline and sci- 
entitic attainment which was exhibited in the last 
anoual report, but has evidently improved in its 
general eee a the last June examination, 
a Very favorable exhibition oF ui~qe¥l of Visi 
the sober confirms thi8 opinion, Bi aes 
cadets now at the academy is two, however of 
fifty-four, and the number of ‘th which weFe- 
graduated and promoted into the army last yearyls 
thirty-one. 

Notwithstanding the Military Academy pro- 
gresses with remarkable success under the pre- 
sent system established for its government by the 
War Department, it is evident that the institutio 
is susceptidle of further improvements in- its or- 
ganization. These improvements have suggested 
themselves inthe course of experience, and can 
be effected bydegislative provision only. 

This subject has been particularly noticed by the 
Board of Visitors who examined the Military Aca- 
demy, in June last. I teke theliberty of presenting, 
herewith, a copy of their report marked A, with 
extracts from their Jourwal of proceedings marked 
B,C, and D, and bee leave to refer you to them, 
and also to my report and the accompanying docu- 
ments on the same subject, dated the 21st of Feb- 
reary last, which has been pubhshed among the 
state papers of the Ist sessionof the 18th Congress, 
in the 6th volume, article No. 11D.

To the Secretary of War: 

Six: In compliance with your invitation, the un- 
dersigned, acting as a Board of Visitors, have at- 
tended the examination of this institution, and have 
now the honor to report their proceedings, which 
will be found in the annexed journal, to which 
they add the following remarks: 

ist. The position of the United States’ Military 
Academy combines advantages possessed by few, 
if any, other places for the preservation of health, 
the enforcement of subordination, and the attain- 
mentand diffusion of knowlenge in the elementary 
and higher branches of fixed and moral science, all 
importantto our civil institutions, military defence, 
and nationalcharacter. The cadets, coming from ev- 
ery section of the country, contribute much in their 
mutual and united efforts in the pursuit of this 
knowledge, to the extirpation of local prejudices 
and sectional antipathies: und they carry with 
them, in return, feelings and principles of enlarged 
patriotism, with habits of temperance and iodus- 
try, added to an education the most useful to 
themselves and to the republic, for whose service 
they are destined. 

2nd. The examination, generally, has been con- 


ducted with a patient minuteness, that has given 
to each cadet ample meavg ia Avealona the hr- 


rast 


< of study. Every individual of the 

ont Bhd! Second, and Rite of the third class, afford- 
ed undoubted evidence of previous application, 
and approved progress in their studies and other 
duties assigned to them respectively. The cadets 
not only afforded satisfactory evidence of their 
accurate knowledge of the most important branch- 
es of the fixed sciences, upon which they were 
_ extensively examined: but many of them, exhibit- 
ed, moreover, a facility and perspicuity of expres- 
sien and illustration, manifesting the most promis- 
ing traits ofa rich elocution. Among the cadets 
belonging to the upper classes, the Shades of dif. 
ference in their attainments, and by which their 
relative rank is fixed, appear, in many cases, to be 
#0 slight, as to render it difficult for the Board of 


» Visitors to settle the question of rank; they, how- 


ever, concur in the opinion, that the arrangement 
of each class in the accompanying catalogue, is 
substantially correct 

3d. The course of instruction ian the French 
lauguage appears to have resulted in giving the 
several classes a good knowledge of its grammar, 
and a facility in rendering the sentences into Eng- 
lish, sufficient to enable them to pursue their mili- 
lary studies, without inconvenience in that lan- 

uage, 

4th, In the drawing school, the Board has ex- 
amined numerous and very satisfactory instances 
of proficiency in topography, landscape, and plan 
drawing. 

5th, The important adva: tages arising from the 
counexion of mathemtical science with military 
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education, being universally acknowledged, itis a} 


causé of peculiar satisfaction to the Board of Vis- 
itors to be enabled to state, that, in every branch 
of mathematical knowledge which has occupied 
the attention of the Cadets, the most satisfactory. 
proofs have been afforded, that their attainments 
reflect honoar,upon themselves and the institu- 
tion in which their education is received. An ac- 
curate and fatniliar acquaintance with this essen 
tial part of the course of education, is not merely 
derived from the immediate examination of the 
abstract mathematics, but the inference is also for. 
cibly and conciusively deduced from the readines- 
wid facility with which they have been applied to 
the various branches of natural philosophy. 1: 
the pure mathematics, the evidences of their ad- 
vances are derivable from the accuracy and rap- 
idity of their operation upon the black board ; 
the ease with which the various substitutions ari- 
<ing outof the different values in the calculations 
have been effected ; the variety of expression ne- 
cessary to be employed ; the methodical arrange- 
ment in the demonstrations of the propositious, 
the correctness ot the results, and the intelli 
gence evinced in assigning the fationalia for eve- 
ry step of the operation. A close attention to 
the exa:ninations, has convinced the Board that 
the cadets are familiarly acquainted with a con- 
siderable portion of differential and integral cal- 
culus ; the application of algebra to geometry, 
the two trigonometries, descriptive geometry, 
and the other parts of elementary mathematics. If 
it were necessary to refer to any particular portion 
of the mathematical course, we would, with satis- 
faction, allude to the discussion of curved Imes 
and transformation of rectilinear co-ordinates ; 
the general discussion of the equations to the 
three distinct classes of curves of the secogd or 
der; to the fine theory of perspective ; the ap 
plication of the differential calculus to the theory) 
of curved surfaces and to transcendental curves, 
and that of the integral calculus 'to the quadrature 
of curves, and their rectification to curved surfa- 
ces and the measurement of their volumes. 
wat harley Sesto ‘of natural philosophy, to 
inilitary and civil engineering, has afforded the 
most ample proofs, that the means of deriving 
practical utilities from physical science ar pos- 
sessed by the cadets of the institution. The va 
riety, range, difficulty of the questions proposed 
by the examiners ; the general correctness and 
judgment in the answers ; the evident ease and 
facility of reply, conneeted with a logical preci- 
sion which could only be obtained by patient 
and intense application of the mental powers, are 
accurate tests that the different sections of this 
important branch of the course have been con- 
ducted with skill and perseverance. Where so 
much excellence has been apparent, it is, per- 
haps, unnecessary to allude to any particular de- 
partment of the physical course. We will, how- 
ever, presume to affirm, that the propositions re- 
lating to accelerated and retarded motion, to the 
theory of projectiles, strength of materials, theo 
ry of arches, spouting of fluids, oscillation of float. 
iug bodies, and physical astronomy, were illastra- 
ted and demonstrated under circumstances of pe- 
culiar excellence. The propositions relating tu 
the attraction of solids, from Newton’s Principia, 
were demon-tra'ed with much ability. 

It accords with the sentiments of tie Board to 
state, that the attainments witnessed in the mathe 
matical and physical classes, were, if po«sible, dis 
covered in a higher order in the séctions of Mil) 
cary and Civil Engineering. It was satisfactorily 
exhibited, by the diversity of questions proposed 
ihat the very essential knowledge relating to mor 
lars, cements, uses of wood, its defects, constrac- 
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tion of arches, and determination: of the voussoirs

In Civil Engineering, to explain the appareil of 
agroin, formed by the intersection of an anaular 

vault with a radient vault; to explain the appa- 

ceil of the common groin and of t e cloistered 

ceiling; to explain the appareil of an oblique 

rampart vault.

In ali the demonstrations and elucidations of 
Civil and Military Engineermg, the evident and 
important advantages arising from the course of 
descriptive geometry, adopted in the Academy, 
were forcibly exposed. In this branch, the pro- 
found attainments possessed by the cadets were 
exhibited in a high degree of perfection, by the 
constructions performed on the black board. The 
precision in drawing the lines by hand, without 
the assistance of rulers, and the correct relative 
proportions of the parts of the figures, are proofs 
of judgment and much indostry. 

The exhibition which the class of Engineering 
has made before the Board, of the general prinei- 
ples of theoric military defence, and civil and mil- 
itary constructions, has been highly satisfactory. 
The course of instruction in this class embraces— 
Ist A developement of the theory of that as 
scription of the science of war which de 
upon the selection of proper positions for defence” 
by fortifications, and upon the planning and adapta~ 
tion of these works to the positions, includiag the | 
neaharabannets ~f thu capruce uf construction, 
Engineering. 

2nd. An ijlustration of the maxims of military 
defence and offence. » 

3d. A theoretic explanation of the constraction 
of fortifications and of civil constructions, embra- 
cing canals, roads, bridges, and public edifices. — 

4th. The graphic execution of the various sys. 
tems of plans for these const: uctions and for orna- 
meatal architecture, In the demonstration of 
which we have seen the application of Descrip- 
tive Geometry and modern simplification of per- 
spective and Plane Drawing, and of resolving so- 
lids and their sections to planes.. In the course 
of this examration of this class, the large major- 
ity have discovered an intimate acquaintance with 
ihe theories as laid down in the text books, or ex-. 
plained by the Professor and Assistant. 

This course is the first step of application of 
the mathematical theory to that description of 
practice which as essential to a just arrangement 
in the mind of students is the theory of engineer- 
ing to practical use, aiid, when we consider the ri- 
sing demand in ouc country for the civil engineers; 
we must admit, that the full wment of this 
branch of stady, would be a great national econo- 
iny : we, therefore, would advise that, to this 
course, there should be added the mathematical 
execution of models in stone cutting, and carpen- 
try, and machine making, to effect which it would 
be necessary to provide a workshop, tools, and 
materials, a teacher in machine draughting, anda 
iaaster model maker, two assistant teachers of ea- 
giacering, and a drawing chamber, and a modelling 
room, both to receive light from the ceilings We 
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demic seale*of this branch, is too low to excite a 
proper degree of emulation in the whole graduat- 
ing class, to obtain emiffence in the minute parts 
of the coarse ; especially when it is.considered 
that this is the pecnliarly. professional branch for 
which the institution was first intended, and, also, 
that'eminence in attainment in this department, 
fixes the cadets particular pursuit in life. We 
would also observe, {hat it does not appear to us 
as desirable to continue the practice of taking ca- 
dets io this course for assistant teachers in other 


branches ; such employment deprives the best of 


them of the time to give an undivided attention to 
the course. lt weve better, as a general rule, to 
offer sufficient inducement to graduates to take the 
station of assistant teachers. 

In the course of natural and experimental phi- 
losophy, the theory of mechanics and of astrono- 
my, and of physics generally, has been ably illus- 


A trated ‘by the class pursuing this branch at the 


black board. But it appears to us, that more at- 
tention should be paid to the practical illustration 
of this course, especially in astronomy, to which 
desirable end a further endowment of the profes- 
sion is requisite in an increased number of instra- 
ments and apparatus, such as are exhibited upon an 
accompanying memorandum of those now in the 
Academy, and such, also, as we conceive to be ne- 
cessary to add to the present collection. 

In the department of history, moral science, and 
geography, the Board observe that the students 
have acquired a commendable collection of facts; 
but the Board feel it a duty to state, that the minds 
of these young men do not appear to have been 
sufficiently directed to a philosophical view of 


these branches of history and moral science. For 
the more convenient accommodation of the profes- 
sors. of chemistry and philosophy, in giving tn- 
struction.to their classes, the Board deem it desi- 
rable to have two rooms constructed and added to 
the present Academy, of about 40 by 30 feet each, 
the expense of which would be about $4,000. 


Comfortable quarters are wanting tor the pro- 


fessor of chemistry, and for the officer of the staff 
connected with the supplies, transportation. and 


keeping the academic property. Such quarters 


could be erected for about $6,0U0. 


The discipline of this institution is of the first 
order, Its excellence is demonstrated,

‘The positivn of the cadets under 
arms, and their movement in company and bat- 
talion exercise, were found to be strictly confor- 
mable to.the regulations governing them, and to 
present an aspect of regular tactical knowledge on 
the part.of the cadets unequalled by a troops 
the Board of Visitors have ever seen. The evo. 
lutions of the Jine were performed with all the ac- 
curacy and professional ability that the very lim- 
ited numberof cadets could possibly admit. The 
field artillery, ax well as the rifle exercise, were, 
likewise, performed in a manner hjghly creditable 
to the institution.

‘©The Committee who were appointed to take into con- 
sideration the expediency of equalizing the rank, pay, 
and emoluments, of the several priucipal Professors of the 
Military Academy; the subject of the pay and emolu- 
ments of the several assistant professors and teachers, and 
that of the superintendent, with instructions to report 
what ought bereafter to be allowed to each for their ser- 
vices, have made diligent ingairies into all the subjects 
committed to them, and are fully satisfied that the pre 
servation of that harmony. amang the mstructors, which 
is important to the success of a literary ivstitution, and 
the subst. tial and permanent advantages of the institu- 
Hon iteel., vequires that the principal (professors ia each 
brancl: ot jnstruction,. should stand on the same footing 
both us it regariis their ragk and pay. .» 

“These ave. uauy considerations in favour of such an 





arrangement, which will readily present themselves to the 
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Board, the most prominent of which is that every profes.or 
will, in consequence, be content to remain in that statics, 
to which he shall be appointed, and for the duties of which, 
after long experience in the same, he is best qualified. 
Whereas, now, every vacancy which happens ia a bravch 
to the professor of which higher rank and emoluments are 
attached, causes each of those of subordinate grade to 
seek promotion, and their known qualifications are such, 
that the selection will most probably be madg from among 
them ; consequently successive vacancies take place inthe 
subordinate professorships, to all of which new appoint. 
ments must be made of persons, who in all cases, ave less 
qualified than their predecessors for the performante of 
the cuties required by their new. offices ; bowever much the ” 
present organization, and the prectice under it, may tend 
to the diffusion of geveral knowledge among the professors 
in every branch of science, yet there can be but little 
doubt that the effect isto prevent the attaiument of that 
elevated standard in each, which the course of instruc- 
tion, prescribed for the institution, requires. 

“Your Committee, therefore, on this part of their in- 
quiry, he that all the professors of the academy, 
(including The professor in the branch of chemistry and 
mineralogy, which the board have recommended should be 
organized) shall, duting their continuance in office, have 
the brevet rank, pay, and emoluments of majors of caval- 
ry, and that each assistant professor shall, durng his con- 
tinuance in office, have the brevet rank, pay, and emolu- 
ments, of a captain of infantry, if not an officer of the at- 
my; and if taken from the army, then so much in addi- 
tion to his pay and emoluments, as shall be equal thereto. 

“*On the subject of the employment and compensation 
of the otber teachers and assistants at the academy, your 
committee recommend that the principal teacher of the 
French language should have the brevet rank, pay, end 
emoluments of a tnajor of infantry ; and that there should 
by two assistant teachers, with the rank, pay, and emolu- 
ments of captains of infantry ; that the teacher of draw- 
ing should have the rank, pay, and emoluments of a cap- 
tain of infantry ; and the sword and riding master that of 
a lieutenant of infantry ; that there should be employed 
one modeller, with the pay of fifty dollars per month; one 
fire worker and one armourer, with the pay of thirty dollars 
per month, each. 

** Your committee also recommend that the superinten- 
dent should be authorized, under the direction of the Se+ 
cretary of War, to eolist one sergeant, two corporals, and 
twelve privates, to be employed #8 labourers in the ser- 
vice of the academy, and who shall have the same pay 
and emoluments as are allowed to non-commissioned offi- 
cers and privates of the army. The necessity of this pro- 
vision is strongly recommended for the purpose of carrying 
into effect the police arrangements of the institution, as- 
sisting the several professors in their various experifenny 
tld pudtee 1evtfis;“mé actual inspection of Wl HOERLGEY, 
bpard, your committee think, must bav@feee-: 4 a! 
the necessity of some alterations in this branch of econo- 
my. Labourers must be employed for these and other ne- 
cessary purposes, and the expense by the mode proposed 
will be less than by any other, while the responsibility and 
subordination of the persons employed will be greater. 

“ Your committee have made special inquiry into the 
duties of the officers of the army, who are detained for du- 
ty at the “military academy, asd are fully of the opin- 
ion that there are but few, if any, officers of whom so 
much extra service is required. ‘Their police duties, as su- 
perintendents of the different barracks, are of the most 
irksome and unpleasant hind, and their confinement almost 
incessant ; 

** Wherefore, it is recommended, that each officer so de- 
tailed, shall be allowed ten dollars a moath in addigion to 
his pay in the line. 

‘In deciding pon the course which it was proper for 
them to pursue on the subject of the allowances which ase 
made to Lt. Col, Thayer, the superintendent, of whose at- 
tainments in science, as well as of whose diligence, impar- 
tiality, and economy, in the administration of the affairs 
of the academy, they cannot express themselves in terme 
too strong for their belief, are under some embarrassment. 
The information they have obtained, as well as their own 
observation, convinces themthat there is no literary institu- 
tion in the country, waich is so attracting to strangers and 
foreigners as this; most of whom, when they visit it, are in- 
troduced by letter or otherwise, to the notice and atton- 
tion of the superintendent. ‘The rules of the academy al- 
90 prevent the cadets from leaving 1, except under special, 
circumstances, more than twice, during their academic 
course, to see their parents and friends... This necessarily 
makes the visits of those who are most interested in the 
health and prosperity of the pupils, moce frequent heve than 
otany other seminary. The officert of the army, also, 
who are the graduates of the academy seek opportunities 
of paying ther respects 40 their Old instructors, and of in- 








dulging ia all those delightful associations and reflections 
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which a visit to this distinguished seat of science must al- 
ways create. From these and many other Causes connect- 
ed with bis situation, which expose the superintendent to 
very unusval expenses for au officer of bis rank, your com- 
mittee are most deeply impressed with the necessity of iv- 
creasing the emoluments derived from his present rank and 
station. But the modesty and devotedness to the inter- 
ests of the institution of which he bas the charge, has led 
the saperintendent, in the most urgent manner, to solicit 
of the committee that no motives personal to bimself, or 
relating to bis duties or obligations should induce them to 
bring his situation into the public consideration. 

“While on the one hand, the committee would most 
Willingly comply with Colonel Thayer’s requests, when 
the public interest was not concerned, so, On the other, 
being sensibly impressed with its superior obligation, they 
feel themselves imperiou-ly bound to reject all personal 
considerations in this, as they have in every other case, 
which has been the subject of their inquiry, and to gov- 
ern themselves by the true and peraianent interests of the 
jnstitution, without regard to that of the individuals who 
may. be affected by the measures they have recommended. 
They are fully convinced, thatthe public justife, as well 


as its interests, deoiand au increase of the superipntendeut’s 


emoluments. ‘Vhey therefore recommend that, hereatter, 
the superintendent of the military academy, during brs 
eputinuance in-office, be allowed the rank, pay, and emol- 
uments of an fuspector General.”
